Sylvestre believes that ASUS 
should do more for Science stu- 
dents, such as supporting their 
clubs and projects. He also wants 
the FYee Press to serve as an 
information medium to publidze 
programs of ASUS. 

Sylvestre will strive for re- 
presentation by population on Stu- 
dents' Council which would give 
a greater voice to Arts and Scien- 
ce students. 

Sylvestre prefers the imple- 
mentation of impeachment clau- 
ses to stimulate elected members 
to work. 

Gary Hcoll will press for de- 
centralization of Students' So- 
ciety which he feels is "back- 
ward looking." He wants to give 
" power" to ASUS which would 
enable it to act "more effective- 
ly." 

Hcoll intends to opp<ue the 
Disciplinary Code which, he char- 
ges, is paternalistic.

He cited as an exampk; his in- 
volvement as an organizer for 
the march to Ottawa, about which 
he would write a research pa- 
per. 

Lowry would like to see fah- 
representation of Arts and Scien- 
ce on Students' Council, which 
would make decentralization 
unnecessary. He also suggest- 
ed a survey .to "study the fea- 
sibility of a trimester system."

Rita Maselli. present ISA Sec- 
retary was chosen Vice-President. 
Miss Maselli -also worked with 
HoSang to implement WSO. 

An important policy question 
was that of finances. A number 
of candidates recommended the 
plan of a non-itemized budget to 
be presented to Council. 

HoSang suggested that the 
treasurer be made a member- 
elect of the Students' Society Fi- 
nance Committee. 

The vote for breasurer was 
extremely .dose. The two can- 



didates were Georges Djandji 
and Ian Sawoniak. 

The first count had Sawoniak 
over Djandji. 61 to 59. The 
method of counting was disputed 
however, and in the second count 
Djandji won. A final method 
of choosing a breasurer was de- 
cided by an ISA Coundl vote, and 
finally Sawoniak was declared 
Treasurer by a vote of nine to 
eight. 

Chandra B. Singh was elected 
Public Rebtions Officer. The 
PRO is a very bnportanl post 
at this time, since ISA has been 
bbmed for both apathy and bck 
of communication with member 
clubs. 

Joanne D'Tomaso was elected 
as Secretary. 

Those voting in the election in- 
cluded one . representative . from 
each of the national member clubs 
of ISA and the five-member exec- 
utive. 

Departing President Koy Hong 
Lee advised the ISA members. 
"Next year I urge you to im- 
peach officers where policies are 
concerned."

garbage can

"The air can no longer be re- 
garded as a free garbage can," 
stressed Physiology Chairman 
David V. Bates, at a luncheon 
yesterday of the Canadian Club 
of Montreal. There arc standards 
which override economic consi- 
derations, charged the professor. 
"Not all values can be equated 
with a dolbr value," he added. 

Apart from teaching at Mc- 
Gill Professor Bates also docs 
research on the effects of air 
pollution on the human lungs. He 
has also been appointed as 
consultant to the U.S. Public 
Health Service. 

Dr. Bates pointed out that air 
pollution is an international pro- 
blem, and called for Canada and 
Swtiden to take the initiative in 
finding ways to industrialize 
without the environmental des- 
truction characteristic of de- 
velopment. 

"Montreal for example, can- 
not grow without pollution con-

Resoonse 

Abortion and the right to life 



Shirley Kimmis' recent letter takes 
Murray Henderson to task for his views 
on abortion by pointing out that in a 
concrete situation he might well have 
to tailor, modify, or abandon those 
views. And this is quite possible, one 
expects, after all. a certairv tension be- 
tween generaf moral principles and 
spécifie existential situations, and one 
expects that with regard to the same 
situation different moral principles will 
sometimes come into conflict 

But Miss Kimmis" observation is not 
an argument" against Mr. Henderson's 
position. Mr. Henderson is simply saying 
that a foetus is in principle a form of 
"human life, even though it lacks any 
distinct perceptible personhood: or. to. 
put it otherwise, that a foetus is potent- 
ially a human being, just as (in the most 
important sense) we are all potentially 
human beings. Hence, however correct 
Miss Kimmis may be in suggesting that, 
the moral injunction . against killing 
others must sometimes in practice be 
qualified. Mr Henderson's point re- 
mains that this moral injunction is in 
general as relevant to the killing of 
foetuses as to the killing of other forms 
of human life. 

But there is also a more important 
point to be made. Miss KiTimis suggests 
that an unwanted child is best off being 
aborted, since otherwise , it risks un- 
happiness as it grows up in society. The 
assumption here is that it is better not 
to live at all than to live unhappily. I 
shall not argue against this decision 
which Miss Kimmis feels at liberty to 
make on th& behalf of unwanted children. 
I would merely observe how little 
our culture values any kind of life which 
does not witness to its own mythology 
of leisure and social grace and "happi- 



ness", how little, that is. it values the 
fact of life itself. We are so ■socialized" 
that we withhold value from forms of 
human lifè which do not meet our 
society's criteria: and a foetus, of 
course, not being in society at all. can 
scarcely have any value for us. 

From this perspective, the equanim- 
ity with which Miss klmniis sees the 
killing of a socially superfluous foetus 
is quite of a piece with the equanimity 
with which an American soldier sees the 
brutalising of a socially superfluous 
yellow peasant, and with the equanimity 
with which the British govèrnment saw 
the mass murder of hundreds of 
thousands of socially superfluous black 
Africans in Biafra. 'After all. they're 
not like us. you know, real people.' Of 
course I do not mean to suggest that 
Miss Kimmis is extraordinary in this 
regard, on the contrary, we are all of 
us. are we not children of our culture, 
and slaves to its ways of thinking. 

Against this understanding, Mr Hen- 
derson, if I understand him aright, has 
merely put the Christian understanding 
that even in this vale of tears, where 
no one finds authentic happiness for 
long, a human life, even a foetus, is of 
itself infinitely valuable, more valuable 
even than a McGill education. There is 
a radical critique of the middle-class 
Protestant norms of our soi-disant 'so- 
ciety', in the example of 'the lilies of the 
field, how they grow, they .neither toil 
nor spin; yet I tell you. even Solomon 
in all his glory was not arrayed like 
one of these.' When Miss Kimmis de- 
rides Mr Henderson for playing God, 
perhaps she is regretting, that he has 
applied the understanding of Jesus to a 
contemporary concern.

trol," Professor Bates said. 
"The dty has a level of air pol- 
lution similar to that' of Chicago 
orPhiladelphia." 

Professor Bates suggested im- 
posing a one-tenth of a cent tax 
per gallon of gasoline, which is 
the major source of air pollu- 
tion in Montreal. This would cover 
the financing of the Control and 
Supervisory Staff here. 

Among the factors essential to 
a satisfactory solution, he listed 
public access to data as a basis 



for comparison between cities. 
Public declaration by industry of 
air pollutant contents, prior 
checks on new industries, and an 
enlightened public concerned with 
the preservation of the future 
were also cited. 

In addition, Professor Bates 
also asked the Federal Govern- 
ment to assume the leadership 
in the fight against air pollution. 

"Proper consultation must be 
a prelude to legislation, but so 
far, government action has only 
been fragmentary," Professor 
Bates charged.

Pollution is big business 



TORONTO - There are ra- 
dicals around the Canadian 
university these days who op- 
pose anti-pollution demonstra- 
tions - "Such protests don't 
really affect the power^struc- 
ture." goes their argurtiVnt."' 

Well, that argument by the 
irreverent minority was laid 
to rest last week on the stock 
exchanges both here and in 
New York. 

It took only president Ri- 
chard Nixon's voice, raised 
above the rabble of college 
students and professors, to 
spark a flurry of action on Wall 
Street that proved once and for 
all that: if polliition doesn't sit 
too well with livirig things — at 
least it's good for business. ' 

Within a week, a New York 
Times survey indicated at 
least 1.000 companies are 
"trying to make a dollar by 
selling anti-pollution technolo- 
gy or equipment." 

Earlier, the National Indus- 
trial Conference Board said 
capital spending on pollution 
control equipment - for only 
248 surveyed manufacturers - 
climbed last year to over 
$300 million, a 24 per cent 
increase. ^ ■ 

For business, it was proof;', 
once again, that if people - 
the everyday worker, house- 
wife or college student - are 
willing to get -into the streets 
and demand reform, their de- 
mands will be met. , 

Reform is possible under 
capitalism: especially when it 
turns a nice profit.

There is. of course, a word 
of caution to any investors 
carried away with the pros- 
pects of a "fast buck" to be 
made in pollution control. 
Wall Street observers point 
out that Nixon's statement, 
white promising :$4-billion- in 
federal funds for sewage treat- 
ment, mentions no other 
figures - leaving the amount 
promised far below congres- 
sional appropriations for last 
year. 

Nor are the government- 
agencies charged with enforc- 
ing anti-pollution measures in 
condition to handle their work 
adequately. The National Air 
Pollution Control Administra- 
tion. NAPCA, for instance., 
has suffered staff reductions 
of rnore than 10 per cent over 
the last 9 months. 

According to former NAP-. 
CA abatement and control di- 
rector Smith Griswold. the 
government has not advised in- 
dustry of the controls ne- 
cessary for pollution abate- 
ment. "Industry won't install 
expensive gear until it knows 
what controls are required." 
Griswold adds. 

Another difficulty in as- 
sessing the future of the pol- 
lution control industry is that 
only a handful of companies 
derive the major part of their 
sales dollar from involvement 
in the field. Most companies 
get into the field because they 
are major polluters them- 
selves, and devise their own 
control equipment and tech- 
nology. The result is that. al-. 
though there is an estfrnated 
prospect for" a billion-dollar 
anti-air-pollution industry by 
1973. sales are spread out over 
nearly a thousand companies 
already.
